HAWAIIAN ISLANDS DRY. 


No Spiritual* Llqnors Can 
Lawfully. 
Be Sold There 


Honolulu, Aug. 21, via San Francisco. 
Aug. 29.—The discovery has been made 
that by the wording of the territorial 
bill congress has made an enactment 
that absolutely prohibits the sale of in­ 
toxicating liquors In the territory of 
Hawaii. 
In section 55 of the territo­ 
rial bill are the words, “nor shall spir 
ituous nor intoxicating liquors be sold 
except under such regulations and re 
structlons as the territorial legislature 
shall provide.” 
The territorial legislature has not 
met yet and cannot meet for some 
months, unless there is a special ses­ 
sion, hence no regulations at all have 
been made or provided. 
If the old

a “wide open country.” 


A SATISFACTORY INCREASE 


Complaint* of Im perfect Census Not So 
Numerous as Usual. 


Washington. Aug. 29.—The cities of 
the United States, so far as the cen 
sus office has yet given out the figures, 
show a very healthy and satisfactory 
rate of increase of population during 
the past ten years. The percentage of 
Increase ranges from 9.77 for Cincin­ 
nati to 01.88 for Toledo. 
The three 
cities which have increased the most 
rapidly are Toledo, Indianapolis ami 
Chicago. 
Nearly all the cities, it is stated at 
the census office, are very well satisfied 
with the count, though it is probable 
that all of them ex ac ted a somewhat 
better showing than the census has 
given them. The complaints of an im­ 
perfect census are declared to lie few 
in comparison with tile experience of 
the census offie in previous years.

Several replies have 
been receivd to the Instructions sent 
to our ambassadors and ministers last 
week, askiug them to sound the gov 
ernments to which they were accredit­ 
ed on two propositions—first, the will 
inguess of these governments to ac­ 
cept the sufficiency of Ll Hung Chang’s 
credentials to treat with the powers 
for a settlement, and, second, to ascer­ 
tain if possible what the future policy 
of each power is to be. Regarding the 
latter inquiry, the replies thus far 
have developed nothing. 
The powers 
a rre a r to be watching each other with­ 
out definite or fixed purpose as yet of 
their own. 
With regard to the first 
Inquiry, Great Britain and Russia ar 
agreed that Earl Li’s credentials in­ 
sufficient. 
Germany, however, takes 
a firm stand against the sufficiency of 
his credentials, and Is the only power 
at yet which has returned a flatfooted 
dissension. 
The attitude of the Unit­ 
ed States is that his credentials ap 
pear authentic. They were promulgat­ 
ed by what appeared to be a genuine

edict. 
duly 
transmitted 
through the accredited Chinese min­ 
ister. Mr. Wu, and the United States 
is willing to accept them at their face 
value, at least for the present. 
Tile 
administration, from the advices it has 
received, does not credit the rumors 
that Russia.

A SATISFACTORY INCREASE 


Coni plaints of Im perfect Census Not So 
Num erous as Usual. 


W ashington. Aug. 29.—The cities of 
the United States, so far as the cen­ 
sus office has yet given out the figures, 
show a very healthy and satisfactory 
rate of increase of population during 
the past ten years. The percentage of 
Increase ranges from 9.77 for Cincin­ 
nati to 01 .KS for Toledo. 
The three 
cities which have increased tile most 
rapidly are Toledo, Indianapolis and 
Chicago. 
Nearly all the cities, it is stated at 
the census office, are very well satisfied 
w ith the count, though it is probable 
th at all of them e x a c te d a somewlrfu 
b etter showing than the census has 
given them. The complaints of an im­ 
perfect census are declared to Im' few 
In comparison with the experience of 
the census otflc in previous years.

Several replies have 
been receivd to the Instructions sent 
to our am bassadors and m inisters last 
week, asking them to sound the gov­ 
ernm ents to which they were accredit­ 
ed on two propositions—first, the will­ 
ingness of these governm ents to ac­ 
cept the sufficiency of Ll H ung Chang’s 
credentials to treat w ith the powers 
for a settlem ent, and, secoud, to ascer­ 
tain if possible w hat the future policy 
of each power is to be. Regarding the 
latter inquiry, the replies thus far 
have develojied nothing. 
The powers 
ajqienr to be watching each other w ith­ 
out definite or fixed pur[iose as yet of 
their own. 
W ith regard to the first 
inquiry. Great Britain and Russia are 
agreed th at Karl Li’s credentials lire 
sufficient. 
Germany, however, takes 
a firm stand against the sufficiency of 
his credentials, and Is the only power 
at yet which lias returned a flatfooted 
dissension. 
The attitude of the Unit 
ed States is th a t his credentials ap 
pear authentic. They were proniulgat 
ed by w hat appeared to be a genuine 
imperial 
edict.

through the accredited Chinese min­ 
ister. Mr. Wu. and the United State?

In his Indianapolis speech, and in 
all succeeding ones so far, Mr. Bry au 
tias had much to say of the violation 
of the principles of the Declaration of 
independence.

“derive

as there is insurrection in the Philip­ 
pines, the United States is violating 
this tenet by m aintaining its author­ 
ity there.

may he 
gems of rhetoric, but his position is 
at variance with the practice of the 
Democratic party in the past. 
In 
1803, 
Thomas 
Jefferson, 
the 
founder of the Democratic party , was 
president. 
He purchased Louisiana 
from France. 
Thi3 purchased terri­ 
tory embraced not only the present 
etate of Louisiana, but also the im 
mense area from the Mississippi river 
westward to the Rocky 
mountains, 
and from Louisiana and Tex as north 
to British America. 
This wa3 inhab 
Ited by a large 
number 
of 
Indian 
tribes. 
Their consent was not asked 
to the transfer; nobody dreamed of 
asking it. Besides, the red men, there 
were in Louisiana, and at points along 
the west bank of the Mississippi, thir 
ty 
thousand 
white 
people, 
chiefly 
French and Spanish. 
As a rule they 
were opposed to coming under the do­ 
minion of the United States; but Mr. 
Jefferson promptly proceeded to “gov­ 
ern them without their consent." 
If 
Mr. Bry an’s present position is right, 
Mr. Jefferson’s course was utterly in­ 
defensible; he violated the Declara­ 
tion of Independence. 
Mr. Jefferson was one of the Vir­ 
ginia members 
of 
the 
Continental 
Congress of 1776. 
He was one of the 
leaders. 
He drafted 
the Declaration 
of Independence. 
He argued in favor 
of its adoptdon on the floor of con­ 
gress. 
He voted for it, and he signed 
it. 
Undoubtedly Mr. Jefferson wrote 
the particular sentence which is now 
worry ing Mr. Bry an.

Thomas Jefferson was right in 1776, 
and wrong in 1803? 
Another 
Instance may be given; 
Florida was ceded by Spain to Great 
Britain about the middle of the 18th 
century , and as a consequence a large 
number of English settlers migrated 
thither. 
In 1783 it was ceded back to 
Spain. 
The inhabitants, however, re ­ 
tained their British sy mpathies, and 
at one tim e in the war of 1812 General 
Jackson captured Pensacola to pun­ 
ish the people for fitting out an ex pe­ 
dition in aid of the British.

Florida to the United 
States.

He repeats the state­ 
ment that all governments 
“derive 
their just powers from the consent of 
the governed.” 
Then he argues that 
as there <is insurrection in the Philip­ 
pines, the United States is violating 
this tenet by maintaining its author­ 
ity there. 
Mr. 
Bryan’s resounding 
and 
mouth-filling 
periods 
may be 
gems of rhetoric, but his position is 
aft variance with the practice of the 
Democratic party in the past. 
In 
1803, 
Thomas 
Jefferson, 
the 
founder of the Democratic party, was 
president 
He purchased Louisiana 
from France. 
This purchased terri­ 
tory embraced not only the present 
state of Louisiana, but also the im­ 
mense area from the Mississippi river 
westward to the Rocky 
mountains, 
and from Louisiana and Texas north 
to British America. This was inhab­ 
ited by a large 
number of 
Indian 
tribes. 
Their consent was not asked 
to the transfer; nobody dreamed of 
asking it. Besides, the red men, there 
were in Louisiana, and at points along 
the west bank of the Mississippi, thir 
ty 
thousand 
white 
people, 
chiefly 
French and Spanish. 
As a rule they 
were opposed to coming under the do­ 
minion of the United States; but Mr. 
Jefferson promptly proceeded to “gov­ 
ern them without their consent.” 
If 
Mr. Bryan’s present position is night, 
Mr. Jefferson’s course was utterly in­ 
defensible; he violated the Declara­ 
tion of Independence. 
Mr. Jefferson was one of the Vir­ 
ginia members 
of the 
Continental 
Congress of 1776. 
He was one of the 
leaders. 
He drafted 
the Declaration 
of Independence. He argued in favor 
of its adoptiion on the floor of con­ 
gress. He voted for it, and he signed 
it. 
Undoubtedly Mr. Jefferson wrote 
the particular sentence which is now 
worrying Mr. Bryan. Will Mr. Bryan 
have the hardihood 
to 
claim 
that 
Thomas Jefferson was right in 1776, 
and wrong in 1803? 
Another 
Instance may be given: 
Florida was ceded by Spain to Great 
Britain about the middle of the 18th 
century, and as a consequence a large 
number of English settlers migrated 
thither. In 1783 it was ceded back to 
Spain. The inhabitants, however, re­ 
tained their British sympathies, and 
at one time in the war of 1812 General 
Jackson captured Pensacola to pun­ 
ish the people for fitting out an expe­ 
dition in aid of the British. 
In 1819 
Spain 
ceded 
Florida to the United 
States. A majority of the inhabitants 
were not in favor 
of this, but the 
United States government 
proceeded 
to establish a government without the 
consent of the governed. 
Why 
ha3 
Mr. Bryan’s voice not been raised in 
protest against the old-time equity? 
James K. Polk, a 
Democrat, was 
president at the time of the Mexican 
war. By the treaty which closed that 
conflict, the United States obtained 
the vast area now occupied by Califor­ 
nia, Nevada, Utah, part of Colorado, 
New Mexico and Arizona. 
Its white 
inhabitants were people of 
Spanish 
descent, who were bitterly opposed to 
coming under the American flag, but 
that 
sterling 
Democrat, 
President 
Polk, proceeded promptly to “govern 
them without their 
consent,” 
thus 
again violating the precept of the Dec­ 
laration of independence, of 
which 


Mr. Bryan m ak e so much, ‘ it mdy be 
mentioned also that in this area tvere 
a number of 
Indian 
tribes, among 
them 
the warlike 
Comanches 
and 
Apaches, who for years were so' much 
opposed to American rule that 
the 
g o v e rn m e n t was com pelled to do what 
it is now doing in the Philippines. It 
sent United States troops to compel 
their s u b m iss’mu to its authority.

W itnessed by a M illion P eop le. 
Chicago, Aug. 20.—For 
hours 
the thinning ranks of the Grand Army 
rf the Republic passed in review before 
their leaders, and before probably 
million spectators, packed in almost 
solid masses along the four miles of 
the line of parade.

He is also one of the di­ 
rectors of the American Cotton com­ 
pany, a trust which controls the new 
process for baling cotton in a compact 
roll, instead of the old-fashioned rec­ 
tangular bale. This company waa or­ 
ganized for the express purpose of ob­ 
taining the patents and controlling 
this improved method of packing cot­ 
ton for shipment Immediately upon 
its organization, it proceeded to ab­ 
sorb the Standard Circular Cotton 
company (limited), the Bessonnette 
Compress Manufacturing 
company, 
the American Cotton Bale Improve­ 
ment company and the Cotton Gin­ 
ners Compress company. These four 
corporations were all interested in the 
making of roll bales of cotton, and 
owned various valuable patents, and a 
number of plants located in several 
■outhern states. 
Mr. Jones himself admits that the 
American Cotton 
company has 300 
plants In the cotton states, and that 
it is in complete control of the round 
bale process. But Mr. Jones has been 
sending out authorized interviews in 
which he declares that “this company 
is in no sense a trust, but simply a 
business organization, with money 
enough to carry on tbs enterprises in 
whioh it is engaged." 
But the authorities in Texas do not 
take this optimistic view of the mat­ 
ter. Suit has been brought in the 
state courts at Waco, to bring this 
American Cotton Trust to justice for 
violating the anti-trust law of the 
Lone Star state, in the same way in 
which the Standard Oil company was 
brought to time. Depositions are on 
file in suite docketed in Judge Scott’s 
court at Waco, which clearly show 
that the American Cotton company is 
a trust under the Texas law, and is 
pusishable, the same as other trusts 
against which the state of Texas has 
instituted both criminal and civil pro­ 
ceedings. These depositions set forth 
the absorption of the four companies 
above named with intent to control 
the patents and the process; that the 
company, as admitted 
by 
Seaator 
Jones, is in actual control of 
the 
round bale method; and therefore the 
petitions ask that the full penalty of 
the law shall be assessed against it 
These depositions show the falsity 
of Senator Jones’ claim that the com­ 
pany is not a trust. They show that 
in the city of New York, on December 
12, 1895, a contract was entered into 
by the four- corporations mentioned 
above as having been absorbed, which 
contract is in the usual form whereby 
trusts and monopolies are created; 
and under it the interests of these 
four corporations were combined in 
one corporation with the American 
Cotton company. On March- 26, 1816, 
the latter was chartered under the 
m *aw* of New Jersey, the hot-bed of 
f trusts. 
Mr. Jones knew when he made the 
denial, that the American Cotton com­ 
ply was organized as a monopoly 
and that it is a trust under the defin­ 
ition of the Texas law which defines 
it to be “a combination <^f capital, 
stock or acts, by two or more persons* 
®ruas, corporations or associations, to 
create or carry 
out restrictions in 
trade or commerce; to create or carry 
°ut restrictions in the full and free 
Pursuit of any business; to increase 
the rates or price of merchandise, pro- 


transportation, sale or purchase of 
merchandise or commodities; 
or to 
prevent competition in aids to com­ 
merce.’’ 
The anti-trust plank of the Kansas 
City platform 
reads well, but the 
Democratic party never makes its 
practice square with its promises. 
With the chairman of its national 
committee a leading director in the 
American Cotton trust; with the lead­ 
ers of the party in New York city all 
interested in an Ice trust, which put

Abolished Slavery in New 
When New York came into state­ 
hood in 1776 it had a population of 
about 3 89,148 whites and 21,993 blacks.

On February 22, 1788. an “Act Con­ 
cerning Slaves” was passed. 
It pro­ 
vided among other things, that slaves 
should not be imported, nor 
should 
those imported since June 5, 1785, be 
sold as slaves under a penalty of £100, 
the person so imported or sold to be 
free. Yet with all this, the rigid laws 
regarding slaves 
were re-enacted, 
and it was specially provided that the 
baptising of any negro or other slave 
should not be deemed, adjudged or 
taken to be a manumission of such 
slave. 
As late as 1799, the year of Wash­ 
ington’s death, there appeared this 
advertisement in the 
Oswego 
Her­ 
ald: 
* “A Young Wench for sale—She is 
a good cook and ready at all kinds of 
housework. 
None can exceed her if 
she Is kept from liquor. 
She is 24 
years of age—no husband or children. 
Price, $200; inquire of the printer. 
On April 8, 1801, an act was passed 
which provided, among other things 
touching slavery, ‘‘that every 
child 
born of a slave within this state after 
the 4th day of July, 1788, shall be 
free.” 
And the final blow to slavery

paper of the Anti-Saloon League, has 
the following to say of the straw elec­ 
tion 
conducted in this 
city 
and 
Barnesville: 
The straw elections at East Liver­ 
pool and Barnesville 
illustrate 
the 
stereotyped methods of the saloon and 
its friends. In both places, word was 
sent out all along the whisky line that 
inasmuch as this was not a legal elec­ 
tion ‘‘everything would go.” 
Every 
method of debauchery of the ballot box 
known to the 
various ward heelers 
was put in operation. The boycott of 
business men opposed to saloon domi­ 
nation was threatened wherever it was 
thought likely to work. 
Every bum­ 
mer, Tom, Dick and Harry, who had 
struck those towns for years past 
was brought in from abroad, and vo­ 
ted for free drinks and a considera­ 
tion. They came from Pennsylvania, 
from West Virginia and from 
what­ 
ever lurking place where they fes­ 
tered and rotted in beer, or had been 
pickled in raw whisky long enough to 
hold together until they got back to 
the old stamping grounds to vote for 
"true temperance” and infinite booze.

Abolished Slavery in 
New York. 
When New York came into state­ 
hood in 1776 it bad a population of 
about 189,148 whites and 21,993 blacks. 
The views of freedom promulgated in 
the Declaration of Independence soon 
had their effect in legislation touch­ 
ing slavery. 
On February 22, 1788, an "Act ( on- 
cerning Slaves” was passed. 
It pro­ 
vided among other things, that slaves 
should not be imported, nor 
should 
those imported since June 5, 1785, be 
sold as slaves under a penalty of £100, 
the person so imported or sold to be 
free. Yet with all this, the rigid laws 
regarding slaves 
were re-enacted, 
and it was specially provided that the 
baptizing of any negro or other slave 
should not be deemed, adjudged 
or 
taken to be a manumission of 
such 
slave. 
As late as 1799, the year of Wash­ 
ington’s death, there 
appeared 
this 
advertisement in the 
Oswego 
Her­ 
ald: 
“A Young Wench for sale—She is 
a good cook and ready at all kinds of 
housework. 
None can exceed her if 
she is kept from liquor. 
She is 24 
years of age—no husband or children. 
Price, $200; inquire of the printer.” 
On April 8, 1801, an act was passed

Military Situation In China a 
Secondary Matter. 


POWERS ARE COMPARINO NOTES.

Washington, Aug. 
SO. — A special 
meeting of the cabinet, lasting all tiny, 
ami broken only by a short recess for 
luncheon, marked the intense interest 
the administration feels in tlit* Chinese 
problem. 
It was probably the long­ 
est session of the present administra­ 
tion. The diplomatic and not the mili­ 
tary phase, of the situation in China 
was under consideration, anti tids ac­ 
counted for the presence of Acting Sec­ 
retary Adee, a very unusual liimpelling 
at a cabinet meeting. Mr. Ade-* is the 
medium through which the forego gov­ 
ernments communicate, and lie has 
been in receipt of a good many state­ 
ments recently. 
Last evening he and 
the French charge, Mr. Thiehaut, com­ 
pared the French and American copies 
of the credentials of Li Hung Chang, 
Wednesday he had long talks with 
Minister Wu and the Herman charge, 
and the substance of these conversa­ 
tions he laid before tin* cabinet. 
It is 
understood that the cabinet completed 
the preparation of a plan for clear­ 
ing away much of the uncertainty that 
now ex ists as to the future in China 
and outlined its views iu writing. 
The fact that the military situation 
is admitted to lie of secondry impor­ 
tance conflrina the view, though no 
cabinet officer would vouchsafe infor­ 
mation on this point, that what is 
sought is an agreement among the 
powers for terminating the indefinite 
status of affairs in Cliina. 
It is be­ 
lieved that the point has been reached 
where it is proper that there should 
be a clear ex pression of purpose on 
the part of the principal powers, In or­ 
der that the United States govern­ 
ment may know how far it may go 
consistently in the ex planation of the 
common program. 


Mo nt o f th e Object#» A ch iev ed . 
Most of the objects had in view by 
the president when he umde answer to 
the Chinese government*« appeal, and 
began the campaign 
upon 
Peking, 
have been achieved, and in two others 
remain to la* secured, namely, the safe­ 
guarding of American interests for tho 
future and some proper guarantee for 
indemnification for the ex penses of 
recent operations and losses of Ameri­ 
can citizens. 
Some plan by which 
these objects can be attained by tW 
United States in common with similar 
objects by the other powers engaged in 
China is thought feasible. Incidental 
to this main purpose, several phases 
of tin» problem are attracting special 
attention. 
Thus the sufficiency of 
Li Ilung 
Chang’s credentials as a peace envoy, 
or rather of tin* ability of the emperor 
of China to accredit anyone thus, is 
matter of international consideration. 
The United States not only must sat 
Isfy itself of Li’s competency, but it 
must convey solid assurance on that 
point to convince some of the other 
powers, tin* purposes of which iierhaps 
would not he best served by a speedy 
termination of hostilities in China. 
It 
was the general understanding that the 
outcome of Wednesday’s cabinet meet 
ing would Ik» the adoption of a policy 
by tin* administration that would tend 
4o simplify these issues, and at least 
bring to a focus the varying aspira 
tions of the powers. 
If this cannot 
be done, then the quest ton to be deter 
mined is whether or not the United 
States shall proceed further, hand in 
hand with tin» allied forces. 
It is bt 
lieved that this point is very near 
decision, our determination depending 
upon the responses made by European 
nations to our inquiries. 


A Co nfer*-ne« o f 1** 
r* S u ggested 
The suggestion that a conference 
be held of the nations represented in 
China is again revived as uu accompa 
niuient of tins purpose, and it is point 
ed out that with Special Commissioner 
Kockhill, just arriving on Chinese soil 
with Mumui von Schwartzsteiu, the 
German successor to Huron von Ket 
teler, already in China, with the min 
Isters resident at Peking, and with the 
high military and naval officials in the 
Pei Ho valley, the material is already 
a t hand for the gathering of a confer 
ence fully equipped to deal with even 
so complex and difficult a problem as 
is presented in the settlement of Chi 
na’s future. 
There are hopes that communication 
with China, very much delayed of late 
will be better soon. 
Consul Fowler 
at Che Foo, got a routine dispatch 
through yesterday, of curreut date, and 


vue navy aeparrmenc nas necn mrorm- 
ed that the cable company’s ship was 
about to leave Shanghai, to lay a di­ 
rect cable connecting Shanghai with 
Che Foo—one of the weakest links in 
tin* chain of communication at present. 
These improved conditions a* to the 
opening of communication between ou** 
military and naval commanders and 
the authorities here have made it pos- 
sible'for the l a t t e r to abandon the pur­ 
pose conceived Tuesday, of employing 
naval vessels to convey by water mes­ 
sages be tw e e n Shanghai and Che Foo. 
The attitude of Germany was the 
subjoin 
o f much official discussion dur­ 
ing the day, and consid* "able new light 
was thrown upon it. Early In the day 
the» German charge d'affaires, Baron 
K p e ik v o n s te rn be rg , had a long confer­ 
ence with A c tin g Secretary Adee. It is 
understood that any question which 
may have arisen as to the future 
course of Germany is met by a refer­ 
ence to an official note by Count von 
Buelow, German minister of foreign 
a f f a ir s , issued July 12, which fully 
d e fin e d Germany's purposes in China. 
Tids note of the German chancellor 
followed within ten days of Seeretnry 
Hay’s note to the powers on July 3, 
ami is somewhat analagous in setting 
forth Germany’s intentions.

As 
a matter of fact, it has but just be­ 
gun, because now the divergent inter­ 
ests of the powers are asserting them­ 
selves. 
No doubt the United States 
would conclude peace Immediately and 
act as mediator if, unfortunately, Chi­ 
nese duplicity were not so apparent. 
•Kussia wants the empress dow­ 
ager retained. 
Great Britain wants 
Emperor Kwang Su at the bead of af­ 
fairs. Germany runs the risk of being 
isolated, or of being compelled to con­ 
front a coalition of several powers, 
if, after the arrival of Count von Wal- 
dersee, she should wish to continue 
military action, perhaps even single- 
handed* or if in her demands for re­ 
dress she should go further than the 
powers principally Interested in China. 
Regarding the causes that led to the 
Chinese troubles, Herr von Brandt 
quoted verbatim the tex t of 
a r e in a ik a - 
ble report made by the chief of the 
Russo-Asiatic Bank of Peking, June 
Iff last but not heretofore published. 
The passage of the greatest interest is 
the following: 
“A majority of the Peking legations 
has decided to demand the creation of 
foreign settlements in Peking, like 
those at the treaty harbors. Immedi­ 
ately after the arrival in Peking of 
strong detachments. M. d£ (tiers, IUis- 
pian minister, will endeavor to reduce 
this demand to the appointment of for­ 
eign police commissioners under com­ 
mand of the legations. 
“Several of the legations desire a spe­ 
cial regency over the emperor and the 
removal of the empress dowager from 
power: hut M. de Oiers insists upon 
retaining the powers of the empress 
dowager, since the above arrangement 
would induce several powers to de­ 
mand the appointment of their candi­ 
dates as members of the regency. 
This speech did not reach St. Peters­ 
burg until .Tnlv 30. Commenting upon 
it Herr von Brandt remarked: 
“This show’s how far the Peking min­ 
isters wished to go even before seri­ 
ous difficulties began.”

IT IS DIPLOMACY NOW. 


Military Situation In China 
Secondary Matter. 


POWERS ARE COMPARING NOTES. 


A ny Kavoy That May Be Selected by th® 
Chin*-** a M atter of International Con* 
si tie rat ion — ll open o f B etter D irect 
Comm un leat ion W ith tile Old Em pire. 


Washington, Aug. SO. — A special 
meeting of the cabinet, lasting all day, 
and broken only by a short recess for 
luncheon, marked the Intense Interest 
the administration feels in the Chinese 
problem. 
It was probably the long­ 
est session of the present administra­ 
tion. The diplomatic and not the mili­ 
tary phase, of the situation in China 
was under consideration, and this ac­ 
counted for the presence of Acting Sec­ 
retary Adee, a very unusual buopening 
at a cabinet meeting. Mr. Ade.' is the 
medium through which the foregn gov­ 
ernments communicate, and he has 
been In receipt of a good many state­ 
ments recently. 
Last evening he and 
the French charge, Mr. Thiebaut, com­ 
pared the French and American copies 
of the credentials of Ll Hung Chang. 
Wednesday he had long talks with 
Minister Wu and the German charge, 
and the substance of these conversa­ 
tions he laid before the cabinet. It Is 
understood that the cabinet completed 
the preparation of a plan for clear­ 
ing away much of the uncertainty that 
now exists as to the future in China 
and outlined its views In writing. 
The fact that the military situation 
is admitted to be of secondry Impor­ 
tance confirms the view, though no 
cabinet officer would vouchsafe infor­ 
mation on this point, that what is 
Bought Is an agreement among the 
powers for terminating the Indefinite 
status of affairs in China. 
It Is be­ 
lieved that the point has been reached 
where It Is proper that there should 
be a clear expression of purpose on 
the part of the principal powers, in or­ 
der that the United States govern­ 
ment may know how far It may go 
consistently in the explanation of the 
common program. 


Mont of the Object* A chieved. 
Most of the objects had In view by 
the president when he made answer to 
the Chinese government’s appeal, and 
began the campaign upon Peking, 
have been achieved, and In two others 
remain to be secured, namely, the waft 
guarding of American interests for the 
future and some proper guarantee for 
indemnification for the expenses of 
recent operations and losses of Ainerl 
can citizens. 
Some plan by which 
these objects can be attained by tne 
United States in common with similar 
objects by the other powers engaged in 
China Is thought feasible. Incidental 
to this main purpose, several phases 
of the problem are attracting special 
attention. 
Thus the sufficiency of 
Ll Hung 
Chang’s credentials as a peace envoy, 
or rather of the ability of the emperor 
■of China to accredit anyone thus, is a 
matter of International consideration. 
The United States not only must sat­ 
isfy itself of Li’s competency, but it 
must convey solid assurance on that 
point to convince some of the other 
powers, the p urines of which perhaps 
would not be best served by a speedy 
termination of hostilities in China. It 
was the general understanding that the 
outcome of Wednesday’s cabinet meet­ 
ing would lie the adoption of a policy 
by the administration that would tend 
Ao simplify these issues, and at least 
bring to a focus the varying aspira­ 
tions of the powers, 
lf this cannot 
be done, then tile question to be deter 
mined is whether or not the United 
States shall proceed further, hand In 
hand with the allied forces. 
It is be 
lieved that this point Is very near a 
decision, our determination depending 
upou the responses made by European 
nations to our inquiries. 


A Conference of I** 
-re Suggested 
The suggestion thai a conference 
be held of tile nations represented in 
China is again revived as un accompa­ 
niment of this purpose, and it is point 
ed out that with Social Commissioner 
Rockhill, just arriving on Chinese soil, 
with Mumm von Schwartzsteiu, the 
German successor to Baron von Ket- 
teler. already in China, with the min­ 
isters resident at Peking, and with the 
high military and naval officials in the 
Pe! Ho valley, the material is already 
at hand for the gathering of a confer 
ence fully equipjied to deal with even 
so complex and difficult a problem as 
is presented in the settlement of Chi­ 
na’s future. 
There are hopes that communication 
with China, very much delayed of late, 
will be better soon. 
Consul Fowler, 
at Che Foo, got a routine dispatch 
through yesterday, of current date, and 


ine navy department nasr neen inform­ 
ed that the cable company’s ship was 
aiiout to leave Shanghai, to lay a di­ 
rect cable connecting Shanghai with 
Che Foo—one of the weakest links In 
tile chain of communication at present. 
These improved conditions as to the 
opening of communication between our 
military and naval commanders and 
the authorities here have made it pos- 
sible'for tin* latter to abandon the pur­ 
pose conceived Tuesday, of employing 
naval vessels to convey by water mes­ 
sages between Shanghai and Che Foo. 
The attitude of Germany was the 
subject of much official discussion dur­ 
ing the day, and considerable new light 
was thrown upon it. Early In the day 
the German charge d'affaires. Baron 
Speikvonsternlierg, had a long confer­ 
ence with Acting Secretary Adee. It is 
understood that any question which 
may have arisen as to the future 
course of Germany is met by a refer­ 
ence to an official note by Count von 
Ruelow, German minister of foreign 
affairs. Issued July 12, which fully 
defined Germany’s purposes in China. 
This note of the German chancellor 
followed within ten days of Secretary 
Hay’s note to the powers on July 3, 
and Is somewhat analagous in setting 
forth Germany’s Intentions.

"Russia wants the empress dow­ 
ager retained. 
Great Britain wants 
Emperor Kwang Su at the head of af­ 
fairs. Germany runs the risk of being 
isolated, or of being compelled to con­ 
front a coalition of several powers, 
lf, after the arrival of Count von W al- 
dersee, she should wish to continue 
military action, perhaps eveu single­ 
handed or if in her demands for re­ 
dress she should go further than the 
powers principally Interested In China 
Regarding the causes that led to the 
Chinese troubles, Herr von Brandt 
quoted verbatim the text of a remarka­ 
ble report made by the chief of the 
Russo-Astatic Bank of Peking June 
13 last but not heretofore published 
The passage of the greatest Interest is 
the following: 
.. 
Q 
“A majority of the Peking legations 
has decided to demand the creation of 
foreign settlements in Peking, like 
those at the treaty harbors. Immedi­ 
ately after the arrival in Peking of 
strong detachments. M. de Giers, Rus­ 
sian minister, will endeavor to reduce 
this demand to the appointment of for­ 
eign police commissioners under com­ 
mand of the legations. 
“Several of the legations desire a spe­ 
cial regency over the emperor and the 
removal of the empress dowager from 
power: but M. de Giers insists upon 
retaining the powers of the empress 
dowager, since the above arrangement 
would induce several powers to de­ 
mand the appointment of their candi­ 
dates as members of the regency. 
This speech did not reach St. Peters­ 
burg until .Tulv 30. Commenting upon 
it Herr von Brandt remarked: 
“This shows bow far the Peking min­ 
isters wished to go even before seri­ 
ous difficulties began.”

G erm any ru n s th e risk of being 
isolated, or of being com pelled to con­ 
fro n t a coalition of several powers, 
If, a fte r the arriv al of C ount von W al- 
dersee, she should w ish to continue 
m ilitary action, perhaps even single­ 
handed or if in her dem ands for re­ 
d ress she should go fu rth e r than the 
pow ers principally Interested In C hina.” 
R egarding the causes th a t led to the 
C hinese troubles, H e rr von B randt 
quoted verbatim th e te x t of a rem ark a­ 
ble report m ade by th e chief of the 
R usso-A siatic B ank of re k in g , .Tune 
Iff last, but not heretofore published. 
T he passage of th e g re atest in terest Is 
th e follow ing: 
“A m ajority of th e P eking legations 
has decided to dem and th e creation of 
foreign settlem ents in 
Peking, like 
those a t the trea ty harbors, lmmedi 
ately a fte r the arriv al In Peking of 
strong detachm ents. M. de Glers, Kus 
sinn m inister, w ill endeavor to reduce 
th is dem and to th e appointm ent of for 
eign police com m issioners under com 
m and of th e legations. 
“ Several of th e legations desire a ape 
elal regency over the em peror and the 
rem oval of the em press dow ager from 
flower; but M. do G lers insists upon 
retain in g th e pow ers of the em press 
dow ager, since the above arrangem ent 
w ould Induce several pow ers to de 
m and the appointm ent of th eir cand! 
d ates as m em bers of the regency.” 
T his speech did not reach St. P eters 
burg until .Tulv 30. 
C om m enting upon 
it H e rr von B randt rem arked: 
“T his show s how fa r the Peking m in­ 
isters w ished to go even before seri 
ous difficulties began.”

WILLIAM I>. HILL. 


William 
D. Hill o f Defiance, Defiance co unty, Ohio , was bo rn Oct. 1, 1833, 
jL kelso n co unty, Virginia, 
and in 1899 is in the activ e practice o f the law. 
w * 
___ 
He was educated partly in the public 
scho o ls o f western Ohio , and gradu­ 
ated fro m Antio ch co llege at Yello w 
Springs, 0„ in 1858. 
He read law in Springfield, O., 
where he was admitted to the practice 
in 1860. A year o r two later he was 
elected mayo r o f that city. He . re­ 
mo v ed fro m Springfield to Defiance in 
1863, where he afterward resided in the 
practice o f his pro fessio n. He repre­ 
sented Defiance and Paulding co unties 
in the general assembly fro m 1866 to 
1870, being a member o f the lo wer 
ho use. He was a candidate fo r o o n- 
gress in the Tenth district in 1870, but 
was defeated by Erasmus D. Pack. 
Mr. Hill was a leading Demo crat, 
\and in 1875 was appo inted superintem- 
dent o f insurance fo r the state by 
\ 


1 Go v erno r William Allen, and serv ed 
capacity *o r three y®ars, and 
until he entered co ngress. 
He was elected to the Fo rty-sixth 
co ngress in 1878 fro m the Sixth dis­ 
trict, co mprising the co unties o f Defiance, Allen, Fulto n, Henry, Putnam, 
Van Wert and Williams. In 1882 he was elected to the Fo rty-eighth co ngress 
fro m the Sixth district, then co mpo sed o f the co unties o f Defiance, Wo o d, 
Fulto n, Williams, Henry, Paulding and Van Wert, and was re-elected to thé 
Fo rty-ninth fro m the same district. 
He to o k a pro minent part in the legislatio n o f co ngress during the perio d, 
and was assigned to a number o f the mo st impo rtant co mmittees o f the 
ho use. He was a stro ng and incisiv e debater and o ne o f the Démo cratie 
leaders o n the flo o r. 
GKOROE L. CONVERSE. 
Geo rge L. Co nv erse o f Co lumbus was bo rn in Geo rgesv ille, Franklin 
co unty, Ohio , June 4, 1827. and died in Co lumbus in 1898. 
He was a lawyer 
of much ability, and a pro minent Demo cratic leader fo r a quarter o f a 
century . 
He attended the public scho o ls and graduated fro m the Deniso n univ er- 
lity, Granv ille, Ohio , in 1849. In 1851 he was admitted to the bar and became 
a leading atto rney, bo th in civ il and criminal law. 
He represented Franklin co unty in the ho use o f the Fifty-fo urth, Fifty 
fifth, Sixty-first and Sixty-seco nd general assemblies, and was speaker o f the 
body during the Sixty-seco nd general assembly. 
He was elected to the Fo rty-sixth o o ngress in 1878 fro m the Ninth dis­ 
trict, Franklin, Pickaway, Madiso n, Fayette and Delaware co unties, and was 
re-elected to the Fo rty-sev enth in 1880 fro m the same district. 
In 1882 he was elected fro m the Thirteenth district, Franklin, Fairfield, 
Ho cking and Perry eo untiss, to the Fo rty-eighth co ngress, and jo ined with 
Samuel J. Randall and o ther tariff Demo crats in defeating the Démo cratie 
tariff refo rm measures o f that sessio n. 
His Demo cratic co nstituents reruse» ! 
him a fo urth no minatio n, and he retired to priv ate life. During the last ten 
years o f his life he was no t in activ e sympathy because o f the tariff issue

of public scho o ls o f Mifflin co unty, and principal o f Mercer Unio n scho o ls, 
^nnsylv ania, fro m 1856 to 1861; at the beginning o f the war raised a co m- 
«t Pany co nsisting in part o f students; was mustered into the United States 
serv ice as captain in July. 1861; was pro mo ted to lieutenant co lo nel o f the 
©nth regiment Pennsylv ania reserv e co rps; was in the battles o n the Penin- 
su a, at So uth Mo untain and at Antietam; was sev erely wo unded at Antie- 
, m’ Partieipated in the seco nd Maryland campaign and battle o f Gettys- 
IJ1S. was brev etted brigadier general; studied law and was admitted to the 
ar at Indianapo lis, Iud., in 1865, but nev er to o k up the practice. 
Wa« o riginally a Republican, but left that party in 1872, with the 
1 eral Republican mo v ement, and became identified with the Demo cratic 
Party. He was elected as a Demo crat to the Fo rty-sixth co ngress in 1878 
ium the ihirteenth district, Washingto n, Athens, Mo nro e, No ble and Mo rgan 
o unties. fie was elected to the Fo rty-eighth co ngress in 1882 fro m the Fif- 
d strict, Washingto n, Meigs, Athens, Mo rgan and Mo nro e co unties,

OHIO IN CONGRESS 
FROM 1803 TO 1901. 


WILLIAM D. HILL. 


William D. Hill of Defiance, Defiance county, Ohio, was born O ct I, 1838, 
# 


Nelson county, Virginia, and in 1899 is in the active practice of the law. 
He was educated partly in the public 
schools of western Ohio, and gradu­ 
ated from Antioch college at Yellow 
Springs, 0., in 1858. 
He read law in Springfield, O., 
where he was admitted to the practice 
in 1860. A year or two later he was 
elected mayor of th at city. He . re­ 
moved from Springfield to Defiance in 
1863, where he afterw ard resided in the 
practice of his profession. He repre­ 
sented Defiance and Paulding counties 
in the general assembly from 1866 to 
1870, being a member of the lower 
house. He was a candidate for eon- 
gress in the Tenth district in 1870, but 
was defeated by Erasm us D. Peck. 
Mr. Hill was a leading Democrat, 
t.and in* 1875 was appointed superinthh- 
dent of insurance for the state by 
Governor W illiam Allen, and served 
in th at capacity for three years, and 
until he entered congress. 
He was elected to the F o rty -siith 
congress in 1878 from the Sixth dis­ 
trict, comprising the counties of Defiance, Allen, Fulton, Henry, Putnam , 
Van Wert and W illiams. In 1882 he was elected to the Forty-eighth congress 
from the Sixth district, then composed of the counties of Defiance, Wood, 
Fulton, Williams, Henry, Paulding and Van W ert, and was re-elected to the 
Forty-ninth from the same district. 
He took a prom inent part in the legislation of congress during the period, 
and was assigned to a num ber of the most im portant committees of the 
house. 
He was a strong and incisive debater and one of the Demooratie 
leaders on the floor. 
GEORGE 
I t . CONVERSE. 
George L. Converse of Columbus was born in Georgesville, Franklin 
county, Ohio, June 4, 1827, and died in Columbus in 1898. 
He was a lawyer 
of much ability, and a prom inent Democratic leader for a quarter of a 
century. 
He attended the public schools and graduated from the Denison univer- 
lity, Granville, Ohio, in 1849. In 1851 he was adm itted to the bar and became 
a leading atcorney, both in civil and crim inal law. 
He represented Franklin county in the house of the Fifty-fourth, Fifty- 
fifth, Sixty-first and Sixty-second general assemblies, and was speaker of the 
body during the Sixty-second general assembly. 
He was elected to the Forty-sixth oongress in 1878 from the Ninth dis­ 
trict, Franklin, Pickaway, Madison, Fayette and Delaware counties, and was 
| re-elected to the Forty-seventh in 1880 from the same district. 
In 1882 he was elected from the T hirteenth district, Franklin, Fairfield, 
Hocking and Perry ••unties, to the Forty-eighth congress, and joined with 
Samuel J. Randall and other tarifif Democrats in defeating the Democratic 
tariff reform m easures of th at session. 
His Democratic constituents refused 
him a fourth nom ination, and he retired to private life. 
During the last ten 
years of his life he was not in active sym pathy because of the tariff issue. 


ADONIRAM J. WARNER. 
Adoniram J. W arner of M arietta was born in Erie county. New York, 
J*n. 13, 1834; was educated at Beloit, Wis., and at the New York Central col­ 
lege, New York; was principal of the Lewiston academy, and superintendent 
of public schools of Mifflin county, and principal of Mercer Union schools, 
ennsylvania, from 1856 to 1861; at the beginning of the war raised a com- 
<t pany consisting in part of students; was m ustered into the United States 
service as captain in July. 1861; was promoted to lieutenant colonel of the 
enth regiment Pennsylvania reserve corps; was in the battles on the Penin- 
8u a, at South M ountain and at Antietam ; was severely wounded at Antie- 
in; participated in the second M aryland campaign and battle of Gettysb­ 
urg, was brevetted brigadier general; studied law and was adm itted to the 
ar at Indianapolis, Ind., in 1865, but never took up the practice. 
He was originally a Republican, but left th at party in 1872, with the 
oral Republican movement, and became identified with the Democratic 
Party.

William D. Hill of Defiance, Defiance county, Ohio, was born Oct. I, 1838, 
A, Seisin! county, Virginia, and in 1899 is in the active practice of the law.

He was educated partly in the public 
schools of western Ohio, and gradu­ 
ated from Antioch college at Yellow 
Springs, 0., in 1858. 
He read law in Springfield, O., 
where he was admitted to the practice 
in 1860. A year or two later he was 
elected mayor of that city. He re­ 
moved from Springfield to Defiance in 
1863, where he afterward resided in the 
practice of his profession. He repre­ 
sented Defiance and Paulding counties 
in the general assembly from 1866 to 
1870, being a member of the lower 
house. He was a candidate for eon- 
gress In the Tenth district in 1870, but 
was defeated by Erasmus D. Peck. 
Mr. Hill was a leading Democrat, 
Aand in' 1875 was appointed superinten­ 
dent of insurance for the state hr 
Governor William Allen, and served 
in that capacity for three years, and 
until he entered congress. 
He was elected to the Forty-slnth 
congress In 1878 from the Sixth dis­ 
trict, comprising the counties of Defiance, Allen, Fulton, Henry, Putnam, 
Van Wert and Williams. In 1882 he was elected to the Forty-eighth congress 
from the Sixth district, then composed of the counties of Defiance, Wood, 
Fulton, Williams, Henry, Paulding and Van Wert, and was re-elected to the 
Forty-ninth from the same district. 
He took a prominent part in the legislation of congress during the period, 
and was assigned to a number of the most important committeee of tho 
bouse. He was a strong and incisive debater and one of the Democratic 
leaders on the floor. 
GEORGE L. CONVERSE. 
George L . Converse of Columbus was born in Georgesville, Franklin 
county, Ohio, June 4, 1827, and died in Columbus in 1898. He was a lawyer 
of much ability, and a prominent Democratic leader for a quarter of a 
century. 
He atteuded the public schools and graduated from the Denison univer­ 
sity, Granville, Ohio, in 1849. In 1851 he was admitted to the bar and became 
a leading attorney, both in civil and criminal law. 
He represented Franklin county in the house of the Fifty-fourth, Fifty- 
fifth, Sixty-first and Sixty-second general assemblies, and was speaker of the 
body during the Sixty-second general assembly. 
He was elected to the Forty-sixth oongress in 1878 from the Ninth dis­ 
trict, Franklin, Pickaway, Madison, Fayette and Delaware counties, and was 
re-elected to the Forty-seventh in 1880 from the same district. 
In 1882 he was elected from the Thirteenth district, Franklin, Fairfield, 
Hocking and Perry eountiee, to the Forty-eighth congress, and joined with 
Samuel J. Randall and other tariff Democrats in defeating the Dewocratie 
tariff reform measures of that session. His Democratic constituents refused 
bim a fourth nomination, and he retired to private life. During the last ten 
years of his life he was not in active sympathy because of the tariff issue.

London. Aug. 30.—The reform party, 
under Kung Yu Wei, is said to be ac­ 
tively preparing for rebellion. 
It Is reported from Hankow that 23 
reformers have been executed, their 
beads being exposed. 
The Tuku correspondent of The Daily 
Telegraph, wiring Aug. £6, says that 
the country around Taku and Peking 
Is devastated with the result that the 
Boxers are most unpopular and are 
being attacked by the peasantry. The 
Boxers who were moving north from 
Shan Tung are now returning hastily 
to their homes. 
Belated dispatches and the stories 
of refugees arriving at Che Foo con­ 
tinue to describe the terrible conditions 
in Peking. One of the worst incidents 
Is the shocking desecration of the for­ 
eign cemetery outside the west wall. 
The details are too revolting to be de- 
scrilied. 
Hundreds of bodies of Chi­ 
nese are found In the streets of Peking, 
supposed to lie those of traitors to the 
cause of the Boxers. 
Tile Shanghai correspondent of The 
Times says that a native official tele­ 
gram, Tao Ting Fu, announces the ar­ 
rival of the court last Sunday at Tai 
Yuen Fu. 
Communication between Pelrtng and 
Tien .Tsin is interrupted, probably be­ 
cause bands of Boxers make the road 
unsafe for couriers. 
The country 
north of Yang Tun Is said to be 
flooded. 
A German firm is negotiating with 
Chang Chi Tung, the Wu Chang vice­ 
roy. to lend him 1,000,000 taels on the 
security of certain vice regal Industrial 
undertakings. 
A correspondent at 
New Ohwang 
says that the Russians at Hal Cheng 
are awaiting reinforcements whose ad­ 
vance is delayed by the impassable 
conditions of the roads to Leao Yang 
and Mukden. 
Meanwhile the native 
population of the district Is being treat­ 
ed with the utmost severity.

8. Except in case of emergency, when lots are required for immediate 
use, the superintendent will not attend to the selection or sale of lots o* 
Sunday. 


9. Shooting will not be allowed, and no firearms will be permitted wltlF 
in the grounds except at military funerals. 


IO. The Superintendent and his deputies are vested by an Act of ties

The Democratic convention, at the 
dictation of Mr. Bryan, not only reas­ 
serted in general terms all of the prin­ 
ciples of the platform of 1890, but em­ 
phasized adherence to the free-coinage 
heresy by specifically reiterating the 
silver declarations of 1890 in the plat­ 
form adopted in 1900. 
The 
assertion 
that 
the 
currency 
question is settled and that therefore 
the party which settled it may safely 
be removed from control of national 
affairs is not justified by the facts. 
An analysis of present condit'ons in 
the senate and house and the pros­ 
pects of their future control shows 
that the election of Mr. Bryan would 
almost certainly 
be accompanied by 
such changes 
in 
house membership 
and state legislatures as to give per­ 
haps during the first two years such 
control of congress that free silver leg­ 
islation could and would be enacted. 
This would, from th** moment of his 
election, unsettle all financial and bus­ 
iness conditions in the United States 
and continue this disturbance and bus­ 
iness uncertainty during 
the entire 
period from the date of the election, 
November G, 1900. until the end of his 
term, March 4, 1905. 
The Republican party made prompt 
and vigorous efforts to bring about in­ 
ternational 
bimetallism, though op­ 
posed at every step by the professed 
friends of silver. 
Failing in this, the 
gold standard law was enacted,—all in 
strict accord with the platform prom­ 
ise of 1896. 
The rapid and enormous 
increase in gold production since 1896 
reduces year by year the strength of 
the argument that the financial system 
of the world must be overturned to 
restore silver to its former status. 
The gold production of the world In 
the half century during which nearly 
all the principal nations have adopted 
'.his metal as the single standard of 
their currency has been twit* as much 
as In the 350 preceding years, and is 
now being produced 
more 
than 16 
times as rapidly as during the first 
half of this century. 
The quantity of 
gold mined in the world in the four 
years since Mr. Bryan’s nomination In 
1896 is more than that of the entire 
half century from 1801 to 1850.

The “ Opeu Do >r Policy” of th® 
Staten to Be 
Adhered To—.Still 
Dark a* to th® Real Situation at 


United 
In the 
Pekin}* 
aud Tien Tain—Long Cabinet Meeting. 


W ashington, Aug. 29. — A fter the 
cabinet meeting Tuesday it was an 
Pounced that the governm ent was in a 
w aiting attitude regarding the Chinese 
situation. 
The lack of late advices 
from Peking and the failure of the 
powers to show their hands us to fut­ 
ure policy makes it necessary for this 
governm ent 
to 
aw ait developments. 
The adm inistration considers it of the 
greatest im portance th at it* th« nego­ 
tiations for a settlem ent of the Chi­ 
nese difficulty all the powers should 
act iii unison and harmony, and its 
efforts are being directed to th at end. 
The powers, however, seem slow to de­ 
clare themselves. 
Several replies have 
been receivd to the Instructions sent 
to our am bassadors and m inisters last 
week, asking them to sound the gov­ 
ernm ents to which they were accred it­ 
ed on two propositions—first, the will­ 
ingness of these governm ents to ac­ 
cept the sufficiency of Ll H ungC hang’s 
credentials to treat with the (lowers 
for a settlem ent, and, second, to ascer­ 
tain if possible w hat the future policy 
of each power is to be. 
Regarding the 
la tter inquiry, 
the replies thus 
far 
have developed nothing. 
The powers 
appear to lie w atching each other with­ 
out definite or fixed pur (hi se as yet of 
their own. 
W ith regard to the first 
Inquiry, Great Britain and Russia an* 
agreed that E arl Li’s credentials art* 
sufficient. 
Germ any, however, takes 
a firm stand against the sufficiency of 
his credentials, and Is the only power 
at yet which has returned a flatfooted 
dissension. 
The attitude of the Unit­ 
ed States is th at his credentials ap 
pear authentic. 
They were prom ulgat­ 
ed by what appeared to be a genuine 
Imperial 
edict, 
duly 
transm itted 
through the accredited Chinese min­ 
ister. Mr. W u, and the United States 
is willing to accep t them at their face 
value, at least for the present. 
The 
adm inistration, from the advices it ha* 
received, does not credit the rumors 
th at 
Russia, Jap an 
and 
Germany 
intend to declare w ar against China. 
and It is willing to accept all dis­ 
claim ers of ulterior purposes on the 
part of the ilowers. 
Ju st w hat would 
tie done in case some of the powers 
liegan w ar for the purpose of terri­ 
torial aggrandizem ent Is not known, 
and the adm inistration Is not disposed 
to cross that bridge until It reaches 
It. 
But a member of the cabinet Tues­ 
day stated that If any of the European 
powers entered upon such a program it 
probably would lie reminded by the 
United States that It had agreed to 
“the open-door” policy, by which all 
the powers are to lie placed upon an 
equal 
footing, 
and that if territory 
were acquired 
under the agreem ent 
we would be entitled to the sam e priv­ 
ileges in the m atter of trade, etc., as 
the conqueror. 
The president and the cabinet are 
as much in the dark regarding the 
date when the dispatches of Minister 
Conger and General Chaffee left Pe­ 
king as Is the general public. 
They 
can find no explanation for the fact 
that they have com e through Peking 
without dates, except that they evl 
dently were sent by courier to Taku.

Tien Tsin to W ashington .It is also sus­ 
pected that our m essages may have 
icon Injuriously tampered with.

*ablnet cam e to the conclusion that 
lf ii ny Chinese persons have Interfered 
with th** dispatches and the Interfer­ 
ence must have occurred on the wires 
between Che Foo and Shanghai, and it 
w as determined to reopen direct com­ 
munication by means of a w ar vessel. 
Eith er the New O rleans or the Prince­ 
ton, now at Shanghai, will lie sent at 
once to Che Foo, where the m ilitary 
caille system begins free from Chinese 
Interference.

In hi3 Indianapolis speech, and in 
til succeeding ones so far, Mr. Bryan 
das had much to say of the violation 
of the principles of the Declaration of 
Independence. 
He repeats the state­ 
ment that all governments 
“derive 
their just powers from the consent of 
the governed.’’ 
Then he argues that 
as there 'is insurrection in the Philip­ 
pines, the United States is violating 
this tenet by m aintaining its author­ 
ity there. 
Mr. 
Bryan’s resounding 
and 
mouth-filling 
periods 
may be 
gems of rhetoric, but his position is 
at variance with the practice of the 
Democratic party in the past. 
In 
1803, 
Thomas 
Jefferson, 
the 
founder of the Democratic party, was 
president 
He 
purchased Louisiana 
from France. 
Thi3 purchased terri­ 
tory embraced not only the present 
state of Louisiana, but also the im­ 
mense area from the Mississippi river 
westward to the Rocky 
mountains, 
and from Louisiana and Texas north 
to British America. 
This was inhab 
Red by a large 
number 
of 
Indian 
tribes. 
Their consent was not asked 
to the transfer; nobody dreamed of 
asking it. Besides, the red men, there 
were in Louisiana, and at points along 
the west bank of the Mississippi, thir 
ty 
thousand 
white 
people, 
chiefly 
French and Spanish. 
As a rule they 
were opposed to coming under the do­ 
minion of the United States; but Mr. 
Jefferson promptly proceeded to “gov­ 
ern them without their consent.’’ 
If 
Mr. Bryan's present position is right, 
Mr. Jefferson’s course was utterly in­ 
defensible; he violated the Declara­ 
tion of Independence. 
Mr. Jefferson was one of the Vir­ 
ginia members 
of 
the 
Continental 
Congress of 1776. 
He was one of the 
leaders. 
He drafted 
the Declaration 
of Independence. 
He argued in favor 
of its adoption on the floor of con­ 
gress. 
He voted for it. and he signed 
it. 
Undoubtedly Mr. Jefferson wrote 
the particular sentence which is now 
worrying Mr. Bryan. 
Will Mr. Bryan 
have the hardihood 
to 
claim 
that 
Thomas Jefferson was right in 1776, 
and wrong in 1803? 
Another 
instance may be given; 
Florida was ceded by Spain to Great 
Britain about the middle of the 18th 
century, and aa a consequence a large 
number of English settlers migrated 
thither. 
In 1783 it was ceded back to 
Spain. 
The inhabitants, however, re­ 
tained their British sympathies, and 
at one time in the war of 1812 General 
Jackson captured Pensacola to pun­ 
ish the people for fitting out an expe­ 
dition in aid of the British. 
In 1819 
Spain 
ceded 
Florida to the United 
States. 
A majority of the inhabitants 
were not In favor 
of this, but the 
United States government 
proceeded 
to establish a government without the 
consent of the governed. 
Why 
has 
Mr. Bryan’s voice not been raised in 
protest against the old-time equity? 
Jam es K. Polk, a 
Democrat, was 
president at the time of the Mexican 
war. 
By the treaty which closed that 
conflict, the United States 
obtained 
the vast area now occupied by Caiifor- 
uia, Nevada, Utah, part of Colorado, 
New Mexico and Arizona. 
Its white 
inhabitants were people of 
Spanish 
descent, who were bitterly opposed to 
ooralng under the American flag, hut 
that 
sterling 
Democrat, 
President 
Polk, proceeded promptly to “govern 
them without their 
consent,’* 
thus 
again violating the precept of the Dec­ 
laration of Independence, of 
which 


them 
the warlike 
Comanches 
Apaches, who for years were so. nuu 
opposed to American rule that 
t . 
government was com pelled to do what 
it is now doing In the Philippines. It 
sent United States troops to compel 
their subm iss nu to its authority. 
There is a .argc number of people 
who would he glad to have Mr. Bryan 
discuss these historical facts. 
They 
would like to know his real opinion 
of the Democratic policy of expansion 
in the p ast They would like to know 
how he squares Mr. Jefferson s gov­ 
ernm ent of the people of Louisiana

K. Jones 
is 
th© 
chairman of the Democratic national 
committee. 
He is also one of the di­ 
rectors of the American Cotton com­ 
pany, a trust which controls the new 
process for baling cotton in a compact 
roll, instead of the old-fashioned rec­ 
tangular bale. This company was or­ 
ganized for the express purpose of ob­ 
taining the patents and 
controlling 
this improved method of packing cot­ 
ton for shipment. 
Immediately upon 
its organization, it proceeded to ab­ 
sorb the Standard Circular Cotton 
company (limited), the Bessonnette 
Compress 
Manufacturing 
company, 
the American Cotton Bale Improve­ 
ment company and the Cotton Gin­ 
ners Compress company. 
These four 
corporations were ail interested In the 
making of roll bales of cotton, and 
owned various valuable patents, and a 
number of plants located in several 
southern states. 
Mr. Jones himself admits that the 
American Cotton 
company 
has 300 
plants in the cotton states, and that 
it is in complete control of the round 
bale process. But Mr. Jones has been 
sending out authorized interviews in 
which he deciares that “this company 
is in no sense a trust, but simply a 
business organization, 
with 
money 
enough to carry on the enterprises in 
whioh it is engaged.” 
But the authorities in Texas do not 
Uke this optimistic view of the mat­ 
ter. 
Suit has been brought in the 
state courts at Waco, to bring this 
American Cotton Trust to Justice for 
violating the anti-trust law of 
the 
Lone Star state, in the same way in 
which the Standard Oil company was 
brought to time. 
Depositions are on 
Ale in suite docketed in Judge Scott’s

These depositions show the falsity 
of Senator Jones' claim that the com­ 
pany is not a trust. 
They show that 
in the city of New York, on December 
U, 1895, a contract was entered Into 
by the four corporations mentioned 
above at having been absorbed, which 
contract is in the usual form whereby 
trusts and monopolies 
are created; 
aud under it the interests of these 
four corporations were combined in 
one corporation with the American 
Cotton company. 
On March 26, 1816, 
the latter was 
chartered under the 
- laws of New Jersey, the hot-bed of 
" trusts. 
Mr. Jones knew when he made the 
denial, that the American Cotton com­ 
pany was organized as a monopoly 
aud that It is a trust under the defin­ 
ition of the Texas law which defines 
It to be “a combination of capital, 
Jtock or acts, by two or more persons, 
A ms, corporations or associations, to 
create or carry 
out restrictions In 
trade or commerce; to create or carry 
out restrictions in the full and free 
besuit of any business; to increase 
* be rates or price of merchandise, pro-

Pets, commodities; to provent com-

in 
manufacture, 
making, 


transportation, sale 
or purchase of 
merchandise or commodities; 
or to 
prevent competition in aids to com­ 
merce.” 
The anti-trust plank of the Kansas 
City platform 
reads well, but the 
Democratic party never

American Cotton trust; with the lead­ 
ers of the party In New York city all 
interested In an Ice trust, which put 
up the price of this necessity of life 
to the people of the metropolis; and 
with Mr. Bryan himself for years the 
paid advocate before the public of the 
Silver Mine-owners’ trust, the differ­ 
ence between precept

W H A T T H E A N T I-S A L O O N P U B L I­ 
C A T IO N 


Has to Say in Regard to the Straw ; 
Election Held In This 
City. 


The American 
Issue, 
the official 
paper of the Anti-Saloon League, has 
the following to say of the straw elec­ 
tion 
conducted in 
this 
city 
and 
Barnesville: 
The straw elections at East Liver­ 
pool and Barnesville 
illustrate 
the 
stereotyped methods of the saloon and 
Its friends. 
In both places, word was 
sent out all along the whisky line that 
inasmuch as this was not a legal elec­ 
tion “everything would go.” 
Every 
method of debauchery of the ballot box 
known to the 
various ward heelers 
was put in operation. The boycott of 
business men opposed to saloon domi­ 
nation was threatened wherever it was 
thought likely to work. 
Every bum­ 
mer, Tom. Dick and Harry, who had 
struck those 
towns for years past 
was brought in from abroad, and vo­ 
ted for free drinks and a considera­ 
tion. 
They came from Pennsylvania, 
from West Virginia and from 
what­ 
ever lurking place where they fes­ 
tered and rotted in beer, or had been 
pickled in raw whisky long enough to 
hold together until they got back to 
the old stamping grounds to vote for 
“true temperance” and infinite booze. 
lf defeat to the liquor force occurred 
vengeance was to be taken on 
Mc­ 
Kinley and the Republican party, be­ 
cause the 
chief newspaper opponent 
of the saturnalia of the saloon was a 
Republican journal. 
At a season of 
the year when all forces of working­ 
men, clerks and employes of all sorts 
In the great business concerns run 
the lowest and are 
scattered abroad, 
and when everybody who can get out 
of town is gone on vacation, the vote 
in East Liverpool shows over 
200 
higher than has ever before been cast 
in Its history. 
The performance was nothing but 
a carnival of corruption and the dei­ 
fication of the worst elements of so­ 
ciety. 
It settled nothing, but simply 
illustrated the diabolism of the 
sa­ 
lo n s Under the forms of law, it has 
tended to demoralize 
and debauch 
legal elections when they shall come, 
and breed disrespect for all law.

rounded by all the 
checks and safe­ 
guards of a legal election—a straight 
vote of the people on the saloon prop­ 
osition, 
instead 
of 
a 
Robin-Hood- 
around-a-barn process by way of the 
city council, that simply offers a pre­ 
mium for dodging on the part of the 
council, and for corruption on the part 
of the 
liquor element, the town elec­ 
tions for local option will continue to 
be, what those at East Liverpool and 
Barnesville were, a travesty on decen­ 
cy and a huge boom for all methods 
of debauching the public conscience. 


Abolished Slavery in New York. 
When New York came into state­ 
hood in 1776 it had a population of 
about 189,148 whites and 21,993 blacks. 
The views of freedom promulgated in 
the Declaration of Independence soon 
had their effect in legislation touch­ 
ing slavery. 
On February 22, 1788. an ‘Act Con­ 
cerning Slaves” was passed. 
It pro­ 
vided among other things, that slaves 
should not be imported, nor 
should 
those imported since June 5, 1785, be 
sold as slaves under a penalty of £100, 
the person so imported or sold to be 
free. Yet with all this, the rigid laws 
regarding 
slaves 
were re-enacted, 
and it was specially provided that the 
baptizing of any negro or other slave 
should not be deemed, 
adjudged 
or 
taken to be a manumission of 
such 
slave. 
As late as 1799, the year of Wash­ 
ington’s death, there 
appeared 
this 
advertisement in the 
Oswego 
Her­ 
ald: 
* “A Young Wench for sale—She is 
a good cook and ready at all kinds of 
housework. 
None can exceed her if 
she is kept from liquor. 
She is 24 
years of age—no husband or children. 
Price, $200; inquire of the printer.” 
On April 8, 1801, an act was passed 
which provided, among other things 
touching slavery, ‘‘that 
every 
child 
born of a slave within this state after 
the 4th day of July, 1788, 
shall 
be 
free.” 
-

And the final blow to slavery 
in 
New York was struck in 1817, when 
a law was passed providing “that ev­ 
ery negro, mulatto or mestee within 
this state, born before the 4th day of 
July, 1799, shall after the 4th day of 
July, 1827, be free.”

Ohio Coal the Best. 
The following paragraph, summar­ 
izing the results of a test of American 
coal by the management of the State 
railways in Bavaria, is translated from 
the Allegemeine Zeintung. Munich: 
“Experiments with American 
coal 
have been made during the past week 
by 
the 
managers of 
the Bavarian 
State Railways. 
The coal was from 
mines In the 
state of Ohio, and re­ 
sembled In many respects German coal 
from the Ruhr district, although it was 
somewhat lighter and had besides the 
advantage that it made no slag (cin­ 
der), but burned to the 
last atom 
into ash and created very little smoke. 
The 
locomotive worked 
admirably, 
and a locomotive heated with 
such 
coal is prepared to make a very long 
trip. 
The important fact revealed by 
the Bavarian experiments is that Ohio 
coal is recognized as superior to the 
best German coal for locomotive fuel; 
in other words that It belongs to the 
highest class of steam coals and its

IT IS DIPLOMACY NOW. 


Military Situation In China a 
Secondary Matter. 


POWERS ARE COMPARING NOTES. 


A n y E nvoy T h at M«y Be S(il«x t«d by th e

W ashington, Aug. SO. — A spacial 
meeting <>t' the cabinet, lasting all thiy, 
and broken only I ».v a short recess for 
luncheon, marked the intense interest 
the administration feels in the Chinese 
problem. 
It was probably the long­ 
est session of the present adm inistra­ 
tion. The diplomatic and not the mili­ 
tary phase, of the situation in China 
w as under consideration, and t ii in ac­ 
counted for the presence of Acting Sec­ 
retary Adeo, a very unusual haopening 
ut a cabinet meeting. 
Mr. Ade is tin* 
medium through which the forego gov­ 
ernm ents communicate, and lie bus 
been in receipt of a good many state­ 
m ents recently. 
Last evening he and 
the French charge, Mr. Thiebuut, coin 
pared the French and American cupid 
of the credentials of Ll Hung Chang 
W ednesday he had long tulks with 
Minister Wu and the German charge 
ami the substance of these conversa­ 
tions he laid before the cabinet. 
It is 
understood th at the cabinet completed 
the preparation of a plan for clear 
lng away much of the uncertainty that 
now exists as to flit* future in China 
and outlined its views In writing. 
The fact that the military situation 
is admitted to be of secondry impor­ 
tance confirms the view. though no 
cabinet officer would vouchsafe infor­ 
mation on this point, that w hat is 
sought is an agreement among the 
powers for terminating the indefinite 
statu s of affairs in China. 
It is be­ 
lieved th at the point lias been reached 
where it is proper th at there should 
be a clear expression of purpose on 
the part of the principal powers, in or­ 
der that the United States govern­ 
m ent may know how far it may go 
consistently iii tile explanation of the 
common program. 


Mont o f Hie O bject* A ch ieved . 
Most of the objects hod in view by 
the president when he made answ er to 
the Chinese government's appeal, and 
began 
the 
campaign 
upon 
Peking, 
have been achieved, and in two others 
remain to I m * secured, namely, the safe* 
guarding of American interests for tile 
future aud some proper guarantee for 
Indemnification for the expenses of 
recent operations ami losses of Ameri­ 
can citizens. 
Some plain by which 
these objects can tie attained by tile 
United States in common with similar 
objects by tin* other powers engaged in 
China is thought feasible. 
Incidental 
to this main purpoae, several phases 
of the problem are attracting special 
attention. 
Thus tin* sufficiency of 
Ll Hung 
Chang’s credentials as a peace envoy, 
or rather of the ability of the emperor 
of China to accredit anyone thus, Is a 
m atter of International consideration. 
T he United States not only must sat­ 
isfy Itself of Li’s competency, Hut it 
must convey solid assurance on that 
point to convince some of tin* other 
powers, the purposes of which perhaps 
would not be Im*st served by a s|M*edy 
termination of hostilities in China. 
It 
w as the general understanding thut tile 
outcome of Wednesday’s en bluet meet­ 
ing would be the adoption of a poliey 
by tile administration that would tend 
V> simplify these issues, and at least 
bring to a focus the varying aspira­ 
tions of tile powers, 
lf this cannot 
be done, then the question to be deter* 
mined is whether or uot the United 
States shall proceed further, hand in 
hand with the allied forces. 
It Is be­ 
lieved that this point is very near a 
decision, our determination depending 
uimiii tile responses made by European 
nations to our Inquiries. 


A Confer® mw tit I*- 
r* M u g g ered . 
T he suggestion time a conference 
lie held oi the nations represented in 
China is again revived as un accompa­ 
niment of tiiis purpose, and it is point­ 
ed out that with Special C o m m is s io n e r 
Rockhill, just arriving on Chinese soil, 
with Mumm von Schwurtssteiu, the 
G erm an successor to Unroll von Ret* 
teler, already in China, with the min­ 
isters resident at IVking, and with the 
high military and naval ottieials in the 
Pei Ho valley, the material is already 
ut bund for the gathering of a confer­ 
ence fully equipis'd t«» deal with even 
so c o m p l e x ami d itfie u lt a problem a* 
Is presented ill the settlement of Chi­ 
na's future. 
There are hopes that communication 
witli China, very much delayed of late, 
will be better soon. 
Consul Fowler, 
a t Che roo, got a routine dispatch 
through yesterday, of current date, aud

Present Rulers of China Afraid 
of Losing Power. 


GERMANY’S 
HAND

PIE. 


Borne New Light on Oriental Affair* by a 
Former German Minister—Rumor* and 
Counter Rumor* of the Situation In 
China—New* From All Source*. 


Berlin, Aug. 30.—Herr von Brandt, 
former m inister of Germany to China, 
was interviewed Wednesday regarding 
the* situation, and made the following 
statement: 
“ It is an error to assume th at the Chi­ 
nese trouble is at an end with the 
relief of the foreign legations. 
As 
a m atter of f a c t it has but just be­ 
gun, because now the divergent inter­ 
ests of the power* are asserting them­ 
selves. 
No doubt the United States 
would c o n c lu d e peace immediately and 
aet as mediator if, unfortunately, Chi­ 
nese duplicity were not so apparent. 
'‘Russia w ants tile empress dow­ 
ager retained. 
Great Britain wants

fairs. Germany runs tile risk of being 
isolated, or of being compelled to eon- 
front a coalition of several power*, 
if. after the arrival of Count von Vs al- 
derace, she should wish to continue 
military action, perhaps even single­ 
handed* or if in her demands for re­ 
dress she should go further than the 
powers principally Interested in China. 
Regarding the causes th at led to the 
Chinese troubles, H err von Brandt 
quoted verbatim the text of a remai ba­ 
ble report made by the chief of tile 
Russo-Aslatic Bank of Peking.

D. H ill of Defiance, Defiance county, Ohio, was bom Oct. I, 1833, 
Nelson county, Virginia,

He was educated partly in the public 
schools of western Ohio, and gradu­ 
ated from Antioch college at Yellow 
Springs, O., in 1858.

He was a candidate for eon- 
gress in the Tenth district in 1870, but 
was defeated by Erasmus D. Peck. 
Mr. H ill was a leading Democrat, 
Nand in 1875 was appointed superint4n~

of insurance for the state

y ' Governor W illiam Allen, and served 
/ in that capacity for three years, and 
/ 
until he entered congress. 
He was elected to the Forty-aixth 
congress in 1878 from the Sixth dis­ 
trict, comprising the counties of Defiance, Allen, 
Fulton, 
Henry, Putnam, 
Van Wert and W illiam s. 
In 18S2 he was elected to the Forty-eighth congress 
from the Sixth district, then composed of the counties of Defiance, Wood, 
Fulton, W illiams, Henry, Paulding and Van Wert, and was re-elected to the 
Forty-ninth from the sam e district. 
He took a prominent part in the legislation of congress during the period, 
and was assigned to a number of the most important com m ittees of the 
house. 
He was a strong and incisive debater and one of the Demooratie 
leaders on the floor.

a leading attorney, both in civil and crim inal law. 
He represented Franklin county in the house of the Fifty-fourth, Fifty- 
fifth, Sixty-first and Sixty-second general assem blies, and was speaker of tho 
body during the Sixty-second general assem bly. 
He was elected to the Forty-sixth congress in 1878 from the Ninth dis­ 
trict, Franklin, Pickaway, Madison, Fayette and Delaware counties, and was 
I re-slected to the Forty-seventh in 1880 from the sam e district. 
In 1882 ho was elected from the Thirteenth district, Franklin, Fairfield, 
Hocking and Perry eountiss, to the Forty-eighth congress, and joined with 
Samuel J. Randall and other tariff Democrats in defeating the Democratic 
tariff reform m easures of that session. 
His Dem ocratic constituents refused 
bim a fourth nom ination, and he retired to private life. 
During the last ten 
years of his life he w as not in active sym pathy because of the tariff issue.
